Washington, March 16 
UP)— 
House leaders have decided to 
postpone until after Easter what 
promises to be tumultuous debate 
on a bill to reduce the minimum 
draft age to 18% and establish a 
future universial military training 
program. 
After a four-day wrangle behind 
closed doors, the House Armed 
Services Committee approved the 
bill late y esterday , 32 to 3. 
Rep. Vinson (D-Ga.), the com­ 
mittee chairman, arranged to go 
before the rules committee today 
11 a. m. and ask for floor clear­ 
ance. He proposed three day s of 
general debate, starting on April 
3. 
Pro v isio n Is Written 
Before it voted approval of the 
measure, Vinson’s committee wrote 
in a provision to give prospective 
inductees the opportunity to say 
in writing whether they wish to 
serve in units segregated by races. 
The armed forces would be re­ 
q uired to honor such req uests if 
military necessity permits. 
The amendment, sponsored by 
Rep. Winstead (D.-^iss.), was ap­ 
proved 21 to 12. I t would permit 
both whites and Negroes to say 
whether they wished to serve in 
an all-white or all-Negro unit or 
in a non-segragated outfit. 
The amendment runs counter to 
the program of President Truman, 
who has directed the armed forces 
to eliminate segregation as rapidly 
as practicable: 
• Celling Eliminated 
A bill passed by the Senate a 
week ago today would permit 
drafting of y ouths at 18 y ears of 
age, after the pool of men from 
19 through 25 y ears has been ex ­ 
hausted. 
The 
House 
Committee 
also 
knocked

a 
4,000,000-man 
ceiling on the size of the armed 
forces. A ceiling of that size was 
included in the Senate bill over 
Pentagon objections. 
When the measure reaches the 
floor, Republicans are ex pected to 
renew ( attempts, rejected by the 
committee, to write in an armed 
forces limitation and a ban on 
sending troops to Europe without 
Congressional approval.

Civ il Defense Bill Passes, 
Awaits Go v erno r’s Sig nature 


Albany , N. Y., March 16 (An- 
New York will be plunged into a 
state of defense emergency as 
soon as Governor Dewey signs the 
war-regimentation bill, which the 
Democrats claim will make him 
a dictator. 
The* far-reaching civil defense 
measure — key stone of Dewey ’s 
program to place the state on a 
wartime footing because of the in­ 
ternational crisis — was approved 
by the Legislature y esterday , after 
atormy debate. 
The defense emergency becomes 
effective upon Dewey 's signing 
the bill and continues as long as 
the national emergency ex ists. 
During the emergency , Dewey , 
a new 28-member state defense 
council and the ex isting state 
civil defense commission will hold 
unparalleled powers over local 
government and the lives and 
property of New York’s 15,000,- 
000 people. 
Use of many of the more drastic 
powers would be restricted to 
time of actual attack. - 
Final approval of the program 
came in the Senate, 31-25, after 
two and one-half hours of raging 
debate and defeat of Democratic 
amendments to further soften the 
already toned-down plan. 
Three Republicans voted against 
It, They were Thomas C. Desmond 
of Newburgh, Stknley J. Bauer of 
Buffalo and William J, Blanrhl, 
Republlcan-Americsn Labor Party 
senator from Manhattan. 
Desmond, a wealthy , retired en­ 
gineer, said he had voted against 
the bill because “it tends toward 
setting up a dictatorship.” 
"It Ts an insult to the patriotism 
of the volunteer workers,” he told 
a newsman. “Every thing sought 
to be done by the bill can be done 
by volunteer efforts.” 
Some of the Democrats were 


rougher. They charged I hat Dewey 
wanted dictatorial powers. 
“Stalin is only a pale carbon 
copy of the power Jhe governor 
seeks,” cried Democrat Mario M. 
Deoptatis of Manhattan. 
Only one Democrat voted for 
the bill—Senator John M. Braist- 
ed„ Jr., of Staten Island. 
He said he could not “go home 
and tell my people I voted against 
civil defense. This transcends po­ 
litical considerations.” 
Dewey , who once called the 
measure “repulsive” but necessary 
to prepare the state Tor “the most 
savage” atomic blitz, has said that 
martial law would be the only al­ 
ternative to his broad, civilian- 
control-led program. 
Such powers as seizure of pri­ 
vate property * including public 
utilities, and control of transpor­ 
tation and communications facili­ 
ties, are restricted to use in event 
of actual attack. 
The measure provides for the 
drafting of manpower for civil de­ 
fense jobs in the event of war, 
but conscription apparently would 
be possible before then if volun­ 
tary q uotas were not filled on a 
specified 'time-table basis. 
Meanwhile, Dewey and the two 
state defense agencies could order 
cities and’ counties to establish 
civil defense organizations and to 
recruit, train and eq uip personnel 
to man them.

Treasury , Postal Unittk

Washington, March 16 </D The 
House Appropriations Committee 
today recommended a $36,525,000 
cut in nex t y ear’s budget of the 
Treasury and Postoffice Depart­ 
ments. 
That represents* a reduction of 
about 1.3 per cent , under the 
amount President Truman asked 
for the two departments for the 
fiscal y ear starting July 1. 
The committee asked the House 
to cut that much from the $2,958,- 
125.000 req uested, apply ing $11,- 
151.000 of the reduction to the 
Treasury ’s req uest for $597,251,000 
and $25,374,000 to the $2,360,874,- 
000 sought for the Postoffice De­ 
partment. 
No Big Reductions 
There were no substantial re­ 
ductions recommended for any of 
the subordinate bureaus and agen­ 
cies which make up the two de­ 
partments. 
The hill will he debated by the 
Hou*e nex t Tuesday . 
It is the 
first of the departmental budget 
hills to be presented to the House 
this 
y ear.

Communist troops signalled the 
end of the withdrawal by opening 
up their heaviest artillery barrage 
of the war.# Hard-pressing United 
Nations troops replied in kind. 
The new Communist defense line 
is about 20 miles south of Parallel 
38. It stretches across Korea for 
30 miles, just below Chinese field 
headq uarters at Chungchon. 
. Just before they stopped run­ 
ning and began to fight back, the 
Reds gave up the important road 
hub of Hongchon, 20 miles south 
of the parallel that used to mark 
the boundary between Communist 
North 
and 
Republican 
South 
Korea. 
Ho ng cho n Captured 
American tanks and infantry ­ 
men rolled into almost-deserted 
Hdngchon Thursday against light, 
scattered small arms fire. 
Only five civilians were on hand 
to greet the Americans. Last week 
the city , normally of 15,000 popu­ 
lation, held 40,000 Red troops. 
Its capture gave the allies an­ 
other link in their chain of strong 
points stretching from liberated 
Seoul across the Korean peninsula.

Provision Is W ritten 
Before it voted approval of the 
measure, Vinson’s committee wrote 
in a provision to give prospective 
inductees the opportunity to say 
in writing whether they wish to 
serve in units segregated by races. 
The armed forces would be re­ 
quired to honor such requests if 
military necessity permits. 
The amendment, sponsored by 
Rep. Winstead (D.-Miss.), was ap­ 
proved 21 to 12. It would permit 
both whites and Negroes to say 
whether they wished to serve in 
an all-white or all-Negro unit or 
in 8 non-segrtgited outfit. 
The amendment runs counter to 
the program of President Truman, 
who has directed the armed forces 
to eliminate segregation as rapidly 
as practicable.

A bill passed by the Senate a 
week ago today would permit 
drafting of youths at 18 years of 
age, after the pool of men from 
19 through 25 years has been ex­ 
hausted.

Albany, N. Y., March 16 (A*)— 
New York will be plunged into a 
atate of defense emergency as 
soon as Governor Dewey signs the 
war-regimentation bill, which the 
Democrats claim will make him 
a dictator. 
The* far-reaching civil defense 
measure — keystone of Dewey’s 
program to place the state on a 
wartime footing because of the in­ 
ternational crisis — was approved 
by the Legislature yesterday, after 
atormy debate. 
The defense emergency becomes 
effective upon Dewey’s signing 
the bill and continues as long as 
the national emergency exists.

. natio nal and is o rganized, it says, because o thers at 
wo rk are failing. The circular says: 
“ . . . Freedo m is the real revo lutio n—no t 
So viet tyranny—and the tirtie is o verdue fo r us to 
take the initiative o n its behalf, o n a scale hitherto 
unattempted.” 
And to achieve this “real revo lutio n” a catch-all 
co mmittee Is fo rmed which includes all so rts o f 
diametrically o ppo sed individuals, fro m Republicans 
to So cial Demo crats* up and do wn the gamut o f 
ideas. 
Ho w any Republican can fight co mmunism 
in the co mpany o f a So cial Demo crat, o r ho w a re­ 
ligio us leader can tic up with a Marx ist who o nly 
o bjects to Stalin but no t to Marx ism, is difficult to 
analyze. 
Yet this o rganizing co mmittee includes 
many distinguished and impo rtant names. 
I picked at rando m a few and telepho ned and I 
put tne query this way: “I see yo u’re serving o n a 
co mmittee under the chairmanship o f Sumner 
Welles.”

Quite ho w o ne lends his name to a public cause 
“witho ut o bligatio n” is hard to understand.

is o ne o f the mo st usual ex cuses given by tho se who

o bligatio n. 
No nsense! When a man signs his name to any­ 
thing, he fakes o n an o bligatio n.

COMMON COLD AND ALLERGIC COLD 
There is mo re time spent in trying to find the 
cause o f the co mmo n co ld than o f any o ther ailment 
ex cept, perhaps, cancer. That a virus—a very tiny 
o rganism—is the cause o r o ne o f the causes, is 
admitted. 
All co lds are no t alike, and therp is, therefo re, 
co ntro versy amo ng physicians as to whether the 
co mmo n head co ld is caused by allergy o r by in­ 
fectio n. We all kno w that so me o f these co lds last 
o nly a few ho urs o r s day o r two at mo st and re­ 
main in the head, while o thers last fo r a week and 
there is co ughing with accumulatio n o f mucus in 
no se and thro at. 
Generally speaking, the co ld that lasts o nly a 
sho rt time is believed due to allergy o r sensitiveness 
to certain substances—dust, feathers, furs, fo o ds— 
and the co ld lasting* the week o r mo re is a genuine 
infectio n. 
In his bo o k “Clinical Allergy,” Dr. Lo uis Tuft 
states: “Co lds are no t acute infective co lds unless 
they begin with an irritatio n in the no se, o bstruc­ 
tio n in the-no se, general tiredness and weakness,- 
dicharge fro m the no se, at first a thin mucus and 
later beco ming like pus, and there is a rise in tem­ 
perature. The. thick mucus" with pus and a rise in 
temperature are co nsidered infectio n. 
“Co lds beginning with sneezing, fo llo wed by a 
w ater discharge fro m the no se, o bstructio n o f the 
no se, perhaps a slight co ugh, with no fever, are 
mo re likely to be due to allergy—allergic rhinitis, 
due to allergy pr sensitiveness to vario us sub­ 
stances, po ssibly asso ciated with asthma.” 
The time o f the attack o f the allergy o r asthma 
co ld is impo rtant. If it o ccurs at night there may 
be so mething in the bedro o m—dust, talcum po wder, 
fekthers fro m pillo ws—causing the sympto ms, 
whereas if the attack o ccurs sho rtly after a meal, 
fo o d allergy is likely the cause. Remember that the 
genuine co mmo n co ld may begin with no se irrita­ 
tio n Just as with the allergic co ld, but the genuine 
co mmo n co ld penetrates yo u, the discharge fro m 
no se is thick, there is co ugh and pro fuse spitting, 
and there is fever o r rise in temperature. 
A final po int is that in the allergic co ld, the lin­ 
ing o f the no se is pale while in the real o r co mmo n 
co ld, the lining o f the no se is red.

‘IS ANYTHING WRONG IN THAT?* 
From the moment the R.F.C. disclosures 
began hitting the headlines, the words 
“illegal’* and “improper” have enjoyed the 
currency of popular songs. 
White House attaches, .R.F.C. officials, 
senators, these and others have time aud 
again defended the exercise of pressure and 
influence on the ground that what they 
did was not illegal. Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas, pursuing the inquiry, has often 
insisted that while this might be so, their 
actions were nevertheless improper. 
Faced with this ftiorai gauge, the princi­ 
pals in the R.F.C. story have then usually 
gone on to assert that they have done noth­ 
ing improper, either. 
There is no need here to discuss the issue 
of illegality. If any be demonstrated, It is a 
matter for the courts and that’s that What 
is of much graver concern to the nation is the 
strange idea so many of our public officials 
seem to have of what is proper and what is 
improper. 
An examiner for R.F.C* sees no bairn in 
accepting free hospitality from a Florida 
hotel owner x who has won an R.F.C. loan. 
Senator Murray, Montana t)emocrat says 
it’s quite “routine” for lawmakers to. plug 
loans for applicants who happen lo be con­ 
stituents, even when a senator’s lob Is the 
applicant’s lawyer. * 
White House personnel fed utterly free 
about accepting favbifc of all kinds, as 
well as dispensing them. MaJ.-Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, President Truman’s military aide, 
doesn’t have a single qualm whether he’s 
taking In deep freezers or getting a special 
law pushed through Congress to allow entry 
from Australia of a woman acquaintance he 
wants as secretary. 
In all these instances, the principals Hbve 
one standard reply: “Is there anything 
wrong in that?” 
That they even find it necessary to ask 
the question tells us how insensible many 
public, men haVe become to any lofty code 
of propriety in official life. By any reason­ 
able measure, no man who occupies a posi­ 
tion of responsibility in government ought 
either to accept or grant special favors to 
anyone. 
• There was a time when such an elemeh- 
# 
tary ethical standard was universally revered 
and widedly observed. In the Washington of 
1951, it .appears as outmoded as celluloid 
collars and knee-length bathing suits. 
Offenses against the moral code today 
have tended to haul the national govern­ 
ment down to the level of petty, tin-horn 
courthouse politics. They have robbed the 
White House and the presidency of dignity. 
They have made Washington life spineless, 
boneless—a shambles of competing influences 
and pressures and friendships in which moral 
values are buried underfoot. 
Only one thing is still lacking. No one has 
yet put vending machines into the White 
House, the Capitol and assorted government 
halls to dispense favors easily, mechanically, 
and for a fixed price. “Is there anythihg 
wrong in that?” 


VOTES IN A NAME 
To the old question, “What’s in a name?'* 
it has frequently been answered that there 
may be votes in it Experience has shown 
that an election candidate whose name is 
familiar to many persons is almost a sure 
winner over someone relatively unknown, 
and that he heed not necessarily have a 
reputation for ability. 
Mere familiarity

W. F. Fenton, clerk of an Ohio election 
board, made a further test He made up a 
series of dummy ballots and submitted them 
to some 1,500 school students in a mock 
election. The names were all ficticious. He 
found that names with a familiar ring or 
pleasing connotation were consistent winners, 
and that the 'position on the ballot also in­ 
fluenced the choice. Names at the top of 
their list did better than those in second and 
third places.

THE RETURN O r SUMNER W ELLES 
I received a circular letter announcing the re­ 
turn of Sumner Welleg to active political life. 
It 
came as a surprise because it seemed as though he 
were in permanent retirement. 
Mr. Welles’* career was in the State Depart­ 
ment in the hey-day of the wild men whom Senator 
Joe McCarthy has beth denouncing as much for 
their habits as for their policies. He returns not to 
public office but aa chairman of a new organization 
now being launched called ‘The First Freedom In­ 
ternational/' which is a curious title. What is the 
importance of the words, "the first," which are 
printed in smaller type? 
There have been many 
intemaUonal organization* which haye advocated 
freedom. 
Also, the title is reminiscent of the Sec­ 
ond International of the Social Democrats, the 
Third International of .Stalin and the Fourth Inter­ 
national of Trotzky. 
However, this is to be an anti-Communist inter­ 
national and is organized, it says, because others at 
work are failing. The circular says; 
" . . . Freedom is the real revolution—not 
Soviet tyranny—and the tiiYie is overdue for us to 
take the initiative on its behalf, on a scale hitherto 
unattempted.” 
. 
„ 
And to achieve this "real revolution" a catch-all 
committee is formed which includes all sorts of 
diametrically opposed Individuals, from Republicans 
to Social Democrats up and down the gamut of 
ideas. 
How any Republican can fight communism 
in the company of a Social Democrat, or how a re­ 
ligious leader can tie up with a Marxist who only 
objects to Stalin but not to Marxism, is difficult to 
analyze. 
Yet this organizing committee includes 
many distinguished and important names. 
, I picked at random a few and telephoned and I 
put the query this way: "I see you’re serving on a 
committee under the chairmanship of Sumner 
Welles." Each seemed to show concern, as though 
I had presented him with a subpoena from the Mc- 
Carran Committee. Each indicated that he had no 
knowledge that he had been asked to serve in this 
capacity. 
-I then gave the name of the organization and 
described its character.

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COMMON COLD AND ALLERGIC COLD 
There is more time spent in trying to find the 
of the common cold than of any other ailment 
except, perhaps, cancer. That a virus—a very tiny 
organism—is the cause or one of the causes, is 
admitted. 
All colds are not aUke, and there is, therefore, 
controversy among physicians as to whether the 
common head cold is caused by allergy or by in­ 
fection. We all know that some of these colds last 
only a few hours or a day or two at most and re­ 
main in the head, whUe others last for a week and 
there is coughing with accumulation of mucus in 
nose and throat. 
Generally speaking, the cold that lasts only a 
short tfr"* is believed due to allergy or sensitiveness 
to certain substances—dust, feathers, furs, foods— 
and the cold lasting* the week or more is a genuine 
infection. 
In his book "Clinical Allergy," Dr. Louis Tuft 
states: "Colds are not acute infective colds unless 
they begin with an irritation in the nose, obstruc­ 
tion in the -nose, general tiredness and weakness, 
dicharge from the nose, at first a thin mucus and 
later becoming like pus, and there is a rise in tem­ 
perature. The. thick mucus'with pus and a rise in 
temperature are considered infection. 
"Colds beginning with sneezing, followed by a 
water discharge from the nose, obstruction of the 
nose, perhaps a slight cough, with no fever, are 
more likely to be due to allergy—allergic rhinitis, 
due to allergy or sensitiveness to various sub­ 
stances, possibly associated with asthma." 
The time of the attack of the allergy or asthma 
cold is important. If it occurs at night there may 
be something in the bedroom—dust, talcum powder, 
feathers 
from 
pillows—causing 
the 
symptoms, 
whereas lf the attack occurs shortly after a meal, 
food allergy la likely the cause. Remember that the 
genuine common cold may begin with nose irrita­ 
tion just as with the allergic cold, but the genuine 
common cold penetrates you, the discharge from 
nose is thick, there is cough and profuse spitting, 
and there is fever or rise in temperature. 
A final point is that In the allergic cold, the lin­ 
ing of the nose is pale while in the real or common 
cold, the lining of the nose is red.

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‘IS ANYTHING WRONG IN THAT?* 
From the moment the R.F.C. disclosures 
began 
hitting the headlines, 
the words 
“illegal” and “improper” have enjoyed the 
currency of popular songs. 
White House attaches, R.F.C. officials, 
senators, these and others have time and 
again defended the exercise of pressure and 
influence on the ground that what they 
did was not illegal. Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas, pursuing the inquiry, has often 
insisted that while this might be so, their 
actions were nevertheless improper. 
Faced with this fhoral gauge, the princi­ 
pals in the R.F.C. story have then usually 
gone on to assert that they have done noth­ 
ing improper, either. 
There is no need here to discuss the issue 
of Illegality. If any be demonstrated, it is a 
matter for the courts and that’s that. What 
is of much graver concern to the nation is the 
strange idea so many of our public officials 
seem to have of what is proper and what is 
improper. 
An examiner for R.F.C* sees no harm in 
accepting free hospitality from a Florida 
hotel owner x who has won an R.F.C. loan. 
Senator Murray, Montana Democrat, says 
it’s quite “routine” for lawmakers to. plug 
loans for applicants who happen to be con­ 
stituents, even when a senator’s son is the 
applicant’s lawyer. * ; 
White House personnel feel utterly free 
about accepting favóite of all kinds, as 
well as dispensing them. Maj.-Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, President Truman’s military aide, 
doesn't have a single qualm whether he’s 
taking In deep freezers or getting a special 
law pushed through Congress to allow entry 
from Australia of a woman acquaintance he 
wants as secretary. 
In aH these Instances, the principals h W 
one standard reply: “Is there anything 
wrong in that?” 
That they even find it necessary to ask 
the question tells us how insensible many 
public, men haVe become to any lofty code 
of propriety in official life. By any reason­ 
able measure, no man who occupies a posi­ 
tion of responsibility in government ought 
either to accept or grant special favors to 
anyone. £ 
There was a time when such an elemefi- 
tary ethical standard was universally revered 
and widedly observed. In the Washington of 
1951, it appears as outmoded as celluloid 
collars and knee-length hathing suits. 
Offenses against the moral code today 
have tended to haul the national govern­ 
ment down to the level of petty, tin-horn 
courthouse politics. They have robbed the 
White House and the presidency of dignity. 
They have made Washington life spineless, 
boneless—a shambles of competing influences 
and pressures and friendships in which moral 
values are buried underfoot. 
Only one thing is still lacking. No one has 
yet put vending machines into the White 
House, the Capitol and assorted government 
halls to dispense favors easily, mechanically, 
and for a fixed price. “Is there anything 
wrong in that?” 


VOTES IN A NAME 
To the old question, “What’s in a name?” 
it has frequently been answered that there 
may be votes In it. Experience has shown 
that an election candidate whose name is 
familiar to many persons is almost a sure 
winner over someone relatively unknown, 
and that he heed not necessarily have a 
reputation for ability. 
Mere familiarity 
does it. 
W. F. Fenton, clerk of an Ohio election 
board, made a further test. He made up a 
series of dummy ballots and submitted them 
to some 1,500 school students in a mock 
election. The names were all ficticious. He 
found that names with a familiar ring or 
pleasing connotation were consistent winners, 
and that the position on the ballot also in­ 
fluenced the choice. Names at the top of 
their list did better than those in second and

THE RETURN OP SUMNER WELLES 
I received a circular letter announcing the re­ 
turn of Sumner Welles to active political life. 
It 
came as a surprise because it seemed as though he 
were in permanent retirement. 
Mr. Welles’s career was in the State Depart­ 
ment in the hey-day of the wild men whom Senatol* 
Joe McCarthy has beeh denouncing as much for 
their habits as for their policies. He returns not to 
public office but as chairman of a new organization 
now being launched called “The First Freedom In­ 
ternational,” which is a curious title. What is the 
importance of the words, ”the first,” which are 
printed in smaller type? 
There have been many 
international organizations which haye advocated 
freedom. Also, the title is reminiscent of the Sec­ 
ond International of the Social Democrats, the 
Third International of Stalin and the Fourth Inter­ 
national of Trotzky. 
However, this is to be an anti-Communist inter­ 
national and is organized, it says, because others at 
work are failing. The circular says: 
“. . . Freedom is the real revolution—not 
Soviet tyranny—and the tirtie is overdue for us to 
take the initiative on its behalf, on a scale hitherto 
unattempted.” 
And to achieve this “real revolution” a catch-all 
committee is formed which includes all sorts of 
diametrically opposed individuals, from Republicans 
to Social Democrats* up and down the gamut of 
ideas. How any Republican can fight communism 
in the company of a Social Democrat, or how a re­ 
ligious leader can tie up with a Marxist who only 
objects to Stalin but not to Marxism, is difficult to 
analyze. 
Yet this organizing committee includes 
many distinguished and important names. 
, I picked at random a few a%d telephoned and I 
put the query this way: “I see you're serving on a 
committee under the chairmanship of Sumner 
Welles.” Each seemed to show concern, as though 
I had presented him with a subpoena from the Mc- 
Carran Committee. Each indicated that he had no 
knowledge that he had been asked to serve in this 
capacity, 
-I then gave the name of the organization and 
described its character. From some this got a re­ 
sponse; from others it did not. 
In a word, there 
are always persons who lend their names to com­ 
mittee, petitions, open letters. 
The card which accompanies this letter reads: 
“I am happy to give my name without obliga­ 
tion as a member of the organizing committee of 
Freedom International.” 
Quite how one lends his name to a public cause 
“without obligation" is hard to understand. That 
is one of the most usual excuses given by those who 
joined Communist front organizations: They did 
not know what was involved; they signed without 
obligation.

COMMON COLD AND ALLERGIC COLD 
There is more time spent in trying to find the 
cause of the common cold than of any other ailment 
except, perhaps, cancer. That a virus—a very tiny 
organism—is the cause or one of the causes, is 
admitted. 
All colds are not alike, and therp is, therefore, 
controversy among physicians as to whether the 
common head cold is caused by allergy or by in­ 
fection. We all know that some of these colds last 
only a few hours or a day or two at most and re­ 
main in the head, while others last for a week and 
there is coughing with accumulation of mucus in 
nose and throat.

In his book “Clinical Allergy,” Dr. Louis Tuft 
states: “Colds are not acute infective colds unless 
they begin with an irritation in thé nose, obstruc­ 
tion in the -nose, general tiredness and weakness,, 
dicharge from the nose, at first a thin mucus and 
later becoming like pus, and there is a rise in tem­ 
perature. The. thick mucus with pus and a rise in 
temperature are considered infection. 
. ' 
“Colds beginning with sneezing, followed by a 
water discharge from the nose, obstruction of the 
nose, perhaps a slight cough, with no fever, are 
more likely to be due to allergy—allergic rhinitis, 
due to allergy pr sensitiveness to various sub­ 
stances, possibly associated with asthma.” 
The time of the attack of the allergy or asthma 
cold is important. If it occurs at night there may 
be something in the bedroom—dust, talcum powder, 
fefcthers from pillows—causing the symptoms, 
whereas if the attack occurs shortly after a meal, 
food allergy is likely the cause. Remember that the 
genuine common cold may begin with nose irrita­ 
tion Just as with the allergic cold, but the genuine 
common cold penetrates you, the discharge from 
nose is thick, there is cough and profuse spitting, 
and there is fever or rise in temperature. 
A final point is that in the allergic cold, the lin­ 
ing of the nose is pale while in the real or common 
cold, the lining of the nose Is red.

For some months Gervasi, a 
former Hearst newspaperman and 
roving correspondent for Collier’s, 
has been putting new life into 
American propaganda in Italy. 
Thanks to him, millions of Italian 
people now know what the Mar­ 
shall Plan has brought to them. 
Three of his publications are 
among the most ingenious in Eu­ 
rope. One is a comic magazine 
called “The Story of America" 
which is sold on newsstands week­ 
ly and is lapped up by the Italian 
public. 
Another is “II Campi,” or “The 
Land,” a monthly magazine for 
farmers which is increaaing Ital­ 
ian agricultural output and at the 
same time is getting across the 
fact that the United States has 
extended great help to Italy. The 
third is called “Illustrated Work­ 
er,” a poor man’s Collier’s, aimed 
at weaning labor away from the 
Communists. The last-named is 
so popular that, in six months, it 
has reached a newsstand circula­ 
tion of 200,000 and soon will be­ 
come a paying proposition. 
Gervasi’s ingenuity has done a 
great deal to give communism its 
heavy setbacks in Italy. Yet, when 
plans for future American pub­ 
licity here were recently sub­ 
mitted to the American embassy, 
Ambassador Dunn carefully struck 
out Gervasi s proposed plans.

The full $647,000 requested by 
the Secret Service for the White 
House police force was approved.
